^ ‘ And whereas by the third section of the said Act it is enacted, 

‘‘ That in all cases of Trustees or Public Bodies, lending Money on 
real Securities in Ireland, under the authority of this Act, it shall 
be lawful for any Court of Equity in England to make all such 
Orders and Decrees for enforcing payment of the principal and 
IQ interest thereby secured, or any part thereof, as if the said Lands 
and Hereditaments were situate in England or Wales; and it shall 
be lawful for the Party or Parties obtaining such Orders or Decrees, 
to cause a copy of such Orders or Decrees, under the seal of the 
Court by which the same shall have been made, to be exemplified 
15 and certified to the Lord Chancellor, Lord Keeper or Lords Com- 
missioners of the Great Seal of Ireland for the time being, or to the 
Barons of His Majesty’s Court of Exchequer in Ireland, whereon 
the said Lord Chancellor, Lord Keeper or Lords Commissioners for 
the custody of the said Gre&t Seal of Ireland, or the said Barons of 
the said Court of Exchequer in Ireland, shall forthwith cause such 
copy of such Order or Decree, when it shall be presented to them

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respectively so exemplified, to be enrolled either in the.Rolls of the 
Court of Chancery, or in the said Court of Exchequer, as the case 
may be, and shall cause all such process to issue against the said 
Lands and Hereditaments comprised in the said Securities, and the 
Party or Parties against whom such Decrees or Orders shall be ob- 
tained, and his her or their real and personal estate, goods, chattels ^ 
and effects in Ireland, in order to enforce obedience to, and perform- 
ance of the same, in such manner and form, and with such force and 
effect, as if the cause wherein such Order or Decree shall have been 
made, had been originally cognizable by, and instituted in, the said lo 
Courts of Chancery or Exchequer, in Ireland ; and it shall be lawful for 
the said Lord Chancellor, Lord Keeper, or Lords Commissioners of 
the Great Seal, in Ireland, or the said Barons of the said Court of 
Exchequer in Ireland, to make such Order or Orders in respect of, 
or consequent upon such Process, against the Party or Parties, or in 15 
respect of the said Lands, or the real and personal estate, goods, 
chattels or effects of the said Party or Parties, as he or they shall 
from time to time think fit, or for payment of all or any of the Monies 
levied or received by virtue thereof into the Bank of Ireland, with 
the privity of the Accountant General of the said Courts of Chau- 20 
eery and Exchequer in Ireland respectively, to the credit or for 
tlie benefit of the Party or Parties who shall have obtained such 
Order or Decree, or to the credit of the cause in wliich such Order 
or Decree shall have been made, and the Governor and Company 
of the Bank of Ireland are hereby authorized and required to receive 25 
and hold all such Monies, subject to the Orders of the said Court of 
Chancery in Ireland : Provided always. That no suc;h Monies shall 
be charged with or subject tp poundage, for the Usher of the said 
Court of Chancery in Ireland, or otherwise, where the same shall be- 
paid out by order of the said last-mentioned Court : And provided 30 
always, 1 hat no security for Costs shall be required to be given in 
Ireland, by any Party or Parties enforcing, in manner aforesaid, the 
execution of such Orders or Decrees of any Court of Equity in Eng- 
land, as hereinbefore mentioned

hereinbefore recited, should b& repealed j
